T hat at the general election to be held 
on the Tuesday next toliowTiig the first Mon­ 
day In Nov ember, 1896. the foiiwwing am end­ 
ment to the constitution of the state of Mis­ 
souri. concerning the judicial department, 
shall l>e submitted to the q iialiiied v ^oters of 
said state, to wit; 
SECriON 1. The power of the sunreme 
court, except as hereinafter prov ided, and 
of the courts of appeals, to i.ssue original 
remedial writs, shall be coiilined to cases ly­ 
ing within the appellate jurisdiction of said 
courts. 
S e c . 2. The meaning of the terms used in 
section 12, article 6, of the constitution, are 
hereby defined as follows: 
By amount in dispute is m eant the money 
v alue of the real dispute at the date of the 
judgm ent appealed- from, and the couris 
shall douk into the entire record for the 
purpose of ascertaining such v alue. 
Cases inv olv ing the construction of th e 
constitution of the United States or of this 
state, or tlie v alidity of a treaty or statu te 
of the United States, are those case's only 
where th a t point has been raised* in good 
faith f>y some pltading or instruction in the 
trial court. 
Cases inv olv ing the construction of the 
rev enue laws oi this state are cases only 
wherein either party in the trial court 
claims some right under a construc.tion of 
such laws, which construction bis adv ersary 
denies to be the true construction by some 
pi* ading or instruction. 
The title to any office under this state 
means only the title of an officer whose duties 
are co extensiv e with the state, or who is re­ 
q uired by law to be commissioned by the 
gov 'eruor; and no one is a slate officer who 
does not answer this description. 
A county or other political subdiv ision of a 
state includes only counties, and cities exer­ 
cising the fui.cti3us of a county, but no minor 
subdiv ision. 
Cases inv olv ing title to real estate are cases 
only wherein the decree of judgm ent ren­ 
dered affects directly the title of the abpei- 
lant to certain real estate, and actions of 
ejectment. 
Wlien either party to an appeal claims th a t 
a q uestion has been fairly raised upon the 
record in the trial court, by whicii the juris­ 
diction of an appeal therein is v ested in the 
supreme court, or th a t the am ount inv olv ed. 
or status of any litigant giv e.s to the su- 
sdi 
preine court appellate jurisdiction, Jie may, 
before the cas» ; Is submitted on final hearing 
in the court of appeals, but not thereafter, 
tile a motion to hav e said cause transferred 
to the supreme court, and if any judge of 
said court of appeals shall be of opinion th a t 
such motion is well founded, ana shall tile 
his written statem ent to th a t effect in the 
cause, the court shall a t once transfer the 
records to the supreme court. The courts of 
appeals may also of their own motion, on 
becoming satisfied th a t the supreme court has 
jurisdiction of any cause pending before said 
court of appeals, order th a t the same be 
transferred to the supreme court, a t any 
time before filing an opinion on the merits 
therein. When the record Is thus transfer­ 
red to the supreme court for either of the 
reasons atov e stated, th a t court shall a t 
once inspect the same, for the purpose of de­ 
termining its own jurisdiction, and either 
retain or remand the cause according to its 
finding of such fact. If the cause is nut 
transferred to the supreme court in either of 
the manners hereinabov e prov ided, the de­ 
cision of the court of appeals shall 
h e con­ 
clusiv e as to its own jurisdiction in tht par­ 
ticular case. 
S ec ;I. The supreme court shall hav e su­ 
perintending control ov er the courts of ap­

den ce, said he held the horses of 
the two men while they committed 
the robbery . 
They were sen ten ced 
to thirty y ears at Chester. Sterchey 
has sin ce died, an d Brown is still 
con fin ed at Chester. 
Wy ats’s con ­ 
fession clears Brown , 
The con fession is vouched for by 
Wy att's wife, who visited him a few 
hours before he committed suicide, 
an d to whpm he made the same 
con fession . 
A letter foun d in his cell after 
death, an d in Wy att’s han dwritin g, 
is addressed to Wm. F. Gillham,

WEALTHY BUT A CON VICT. 


Mrs. Moore Convicted of Stealin« : a 
Neifthbor’s Turkeys. 


Mrs. Mary Moore, a white wo­ 
man who is 60 years of age, was 
sentenced to one year in the peni­ 
tentiary p.t Columbia, Tenn., for 
stealing seven turkeys from Maj. T. 
Jamison, her neighbor. 
Her son, 
Walter Stone, alias McConaughty, 
received a like sentence. 
This is a 
peculiar case, and gives peace for a 
time to a neighborhood that has 
long been disturbed. 
Mrs. Moore was tried only a few 
days ago for stealing hogs, but the 
jury disagreed, eleven being 
for 
conviction and one for acquittal. 
Mrs. Moore is worth at least $40,- 
000 in her own name, owning a farm 
of 600 acres. She has had an event­ 
ful career. 
Some ten years ago she 
and her husband, Jacob McCon­ 
aughty, were driven from Kentucky 
for theft and bought a fine farm 
near Columbia. They at once began 
stealing everything that was not too 
hot or too heav> 10 carry off, and 
were at one time charged with burn­ 
ing the residence of John Moore, 
jr. 
They had changed their name 
* to Stone, and shortly after the hus­ 
band’s death, two years ago, the 
widow married Mr. W. F. Moore, 
senior. 
The woman kept up her pilfering 
habits and last May her neighbors 
recovered considerable stolen prop- 


erty through search warrants. 
In 
dictments followed and resuited 10 
conviction. 
The woman had four 
boys with her, but it is said they 
were not her children, but children 
left with her while she ran a baby 
farm in Kentucky. 
At any rate, 
one of them, William Stone, four 
years ago married Maggie Camp 
bell in Kentucky and brought her 
home with him. 
She testified yes­ 
terday that she attempted to escape 
after discovering that 
she 
had 
fallen into a nest of thieves, but 
was kept locked up and starved and 
beaten for four years, being liber­ 
ated by neighbors last July. 
Mrs. 
Moore dresses finely and has mag­ 
nificent jewelry, but her money and 
able counsel could not save her 
from the penitentiary.
